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1. UNESCO EXPERTS MEETING ON NEWS AGENCIES AIN SIA 

IS TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED EOR THE END OF NOVERMBER IN 
SRI LANKA, NOT JOGJAKARTA AS SUGGESTED REETEL. 

SECRETARIAT HAS OBTAINED AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE EROM 
NEW GOV. OE SRI LANKA, BUT ARRAGEMENTS HAVE YET TO BE 
FORMALIZED. 

2. ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT SOURCE (WHO PASSED EOLLOW- 
ING INFORMATION IN STRICTEST CONFIDENCE), PARTICIPANTS 
WILL BE INVITED IN THEIR PERSONAL CAPACITIES, NOT AS 
REPRESENTATIVES OE GOVERNMENTS, AND INCLUDE MOSTLY 
HEADS OE ASIA NEWS AGENCIES AND DIRECTORS OF NEWS 
AGENCY BUREAUS. SOME KEY PERSONALITIES, ACCORDING TO 
PRELIMINARY PLANS, WILL COME FROM AUSTRALIA 

( HEAD OE NEWS, AUSTRALIAN BORADCASTING), JAPAN (KYODO), 

NAPAL (GENERAL MANAGER OE NEPAL NATIONAL NEWS AGENCY), 

MALAYSIA (MALAYSIAN NEWS AGENCY), SINGAPORE, INDONSESIA 
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(INDONESIAN NEWS AGENCY-ANTARA), AND HONG KONG. OB- 
SERVERS WILL ALSO BE INVITED EORMALLY, INCLUDING REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OE REUTERS, UPI, AP, AGENCE ERANCE PRESS, 

AND TASS. GOVERNMENTS, AS SUCH, WILL NOT BE INVITED TO 
ATTEND AS OBERVERS. 

3. AS PARTICIPATION WILL BE BASED ON CURRENT MEMBER- 
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SHIP IN "ORGANIZATION OF ASIAN NEWS AGENCIES" (OANA, 

WHICH IS A RECOGNIZED UNESCO NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGAIZA- 
TION, CATERGORYC) , TAIWAN WILL BE INVITED. NORTH KOREA 
THE PRC, AND VIETNAM ARE NOT MEMBERS, AND WILL NOT 
RECEIVE INVITATIONS. 

4. QUESTION OE TAIWANESE MEMBERSHIP IN OANA POSSESS 
OBVIOUS POLITICAL PROBLEMS WITH RESPECT TO CONTINUED 
ACCREDITATION AS A RECOGNIZED NGO. WE ARE TOLD THAT 
OANA IS FULLY AWARE OE IMPLICATIONS, BUT IS CONSTRAINED 
BY CONSTITUTION FROM EXPELLING A MEMBER STATE, EXCEPT 
AS AN ACTION TAKEN BY ITS MEMBERSHIP CONSTITUTED AT A 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. OANA MEMBERS INTEND TO RESPECT 
CONSTITUTION, WHICH MAY BE DRAWN IS 

THAT AT LEAST SOME MEMBERS (UNNAMED) ARE CONSIDERING 
EXPULSION OF TAIWAN IN ORDER TO BROADEN MEMBERSHIP TO 
INCLUDE THE PRC. 

5. FACT THAT OANA GENERAL ASSEMBLY HAS NOT MET SINCE 
1971, OWING MOSTLY TO FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES, HAS 
MEANT THAT UNTIL NOW OANA HAS NOT COME TO GRIPS WITH 
QUESTION OF TAIWAN'S MEMBERSHIP, EVEN THOUGH SOME 
MEMBERS WOULD SEEM TO SUPPORT SUCH ACTION. ACCORDINGLY, 
WE UNDERSTAND THAT THERE IS A POSSIBILITY THAT OANA 
MEMBERS WILL USE OPPORTUNITY PROVIDED BY UNESCO EXPERTS 
MEETING CONSTITUTE THEMSELVES AS A GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
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BEFORE OR AFTER THE UNESCO MEETING TO DEAL WITH PROB- 
LEM OF TAIWANESE MEMBER SHHIP ON A CONSTITUTIONAL BASIS. 

6. UNESCO SECRETARIAT IS ALERT TO POLITICAL IMPLICA- 
TIONS OF CONJUNCTION OF UNESCO ECPERTS MEETING WITH 

AN OANA GENERAL ASSEMBLY WHICH MIGHT EXPEL TAIWAN FROM 
MEMBERSHIP. JUST RECETLY, A CONFIDENTIAL MEMORANDUM 
CONCERNING THIS POSSIBILITY WAS DIRECTED TO THE DG, AND 
AND SECRETARIAT HAS CAREFULLY PREPARED AN AGENDA 
(PARA 7 BELOW) WHICH FOCUSES ATTENTION ON THECHNICAL 
ASPECTS OF NEWS AGENCY QUESTIONS. JUST THE SAME, PRE- 
VAILING OPINION AMONG INTERESTED PARISTES SEEMS TO BE 
THAT OANA WOULD BE RICHER AND MORE REPRESENTATIVE AN 
ORGANIZATION WITH THE PRC, AND ALSO VIETNAMESE 
AND NORTH KOREAN PRRTICIPATION.
